Consider. 


[From tho Itflcice Journal.] 


Secretary of State 13. G. Timme has 


sent out copies of tbo amended election 
lawsito the various city and county olork3 
and it is seen that very important change; 
have been made which are not generally 
known Jto voters. The Ian- regarding 
registration hr.3 been changed so that 
boards of registry shall hold their first 
meeting Ihrno weeks before election in- 
stead of four weeks before, aa heretofore, 
and the second mooting will in future be 
bald one week instaad of two weeks be- 
fore election, as win formerly the case. 
Men? moonsistsnciee, it is said, are to be 
found in the amended election law, and 
there ore a number of 
ooafhoting pas- 


sages. Section S, chapter ?S9, laws of 
1885, provides that no ballot shall ba re- 
ceived st any general election ^unlessthe 
name of the poreon offering to vote be 
found upon tho register, c.i completed by 
tho board Ot registi?. In other word*, 
under tho strict construction of the lswj 
no man 3an vote unless he has been reg- 
istered, all persona having failed, through 
negligence, siokners or absence from the 
city, to do so, being disfranchised. Ac- 
cording to this no pereoi coa swear m 
his vote. As tho Wifc'onsiu supreme 
court, it is said, decided a few years ago 
in tho Hells case, that no legal voter can 
bo deprived ot his vote, it is the opinion 
of ninny legal gentlemen -that tho law 
will not hold good. Section 10 of the 
same chapter, provides that tho ballots 
oast at any oleotioa shall be preserved 
and turned over to the city clerki 
instead 
of 
being 
destroyed 
as 


heretofore. 
Under section 3, chapter 


401, laws of ISSS, the inspectors ara re- 
quired to transmit tho ballots cost at city, 
town and village elections to tho city cr 
town clerks, and the section further pro- 
vides that at other elections held the 
ballots shall bo transmitted to the county 
clerk. This it will be seen, is in direct 
conflict with section 10, chapter 380, laws 
of 1885, which is quoted above. Section 
1, chapter IC-i, provides that whenever 


an inspector receives a challenged vote, 
before tho ballot is deposited in tho bni, 
ho must wiito on tho back of the ballot 
the same number which is sot clown op- 
posite tho voter's name on tho tally shoet_ 
This, It is claimed, if carried out, would 
violate tho principle of the secret ballot.
